HE German revolution, which began 
on March 5th and which has been — 
as thorough and far-reaching in its effects 
as the Italian and Russian revolations and 
at the same time vastly less Blood? than : . 
either of those two, has completed its first - 
phase and has now entered its second. It” 
is, therefore, of interest to recall to 
memory what Adolf Hitler has achieved 
during the past month with the powers at 
his disposal, powers which make him a 
Dictator in every sense of the word. ~ 
In the first place, a clean sweep has 
been made thoroughout Germany “of, all 
governments: and: authorities suspected of 
being in the least degree lukewarm in: 
their sentiments towards the National 
Socialist Movement. ‘There is now not a 
single Federal Government,- city munici- 
pality, borough council or Burgomaster 
which is not subservient to the Nazi 
Party. ‘This process of “ cleansing ’’ the 
German Administrative system of all 
Marxism and Communism has gone. even 
further, for every official of the State, 
from Minister down to policeman, Cust(ms 
officer or postman, has had to declare in 
writing that he is a loyal servant of the 
present régime. As a result of this 
‘‘ cleansing ” of the entire Government 
apparatus, the latter is now merely an 
adjunct of the Nazi Party, which supplies 
from its ranks officials as they are re- 
quired to replace those who have either 
voluntarily resigned or been dismissed. 


JEWISH DOMINATION. 


Having obtained ‘complete conttol of the 
government machinery, the Nazis turned 
their attention to another problem which 
they had repeatedly promised the rank 
and file to settle, once Hitler was im 
power. This was the problem of Jewish 
domination in German commercial and 
intellectual life. “Althongh the Jews only 
number about .700,000" in Germany, it is 
an undoubted fact that they have managed 
to obtain leading positions, both in com- 
merce and industry, as well as in profes. 
sionai and ‘artistic fields, to the anger of. 
many “ Aryan ”* Germans. 

The campaign against the Jews by the. 
Nazi leaders, including Hitler himself, 
was one that appealed to the ignorant 
masses, and consequently when Hitler 
took over the reins of office the bitterness ~ 
felt against the Jéws came to a head with- 
out the party leaders being able to do 
much to check it. There has been no. 
persecution of the Jews in the sense of 

hysical ill-treatment or mob violence; 
or only in a few isolated cases have Jews 
been actually molested because they are 
Jewish. On the other hand, there has been 
a definite policy on the part of the Govern- 
ment of discrimination against Jews who 
by law are now treated in Germany as 
being a second-class category of citizens. 

These official measures against the 
Jewish population have naturally not. 
been withont effect on the hundreds of 
thousands of Jewish shopkeepers and 
traders throughout the country, who are 
finding that the boycott action against 
them is likely to do them a great deal of 
permanent harm. 


MUZZLING THE PRESS. | 


Having settled to their satisfaction the 
Marxist, Communist and Jewish problems, 
the Nazi party leaders have turned 
their energies to the Press and have 
met with the same success; for there 
is not a newspaper in Germany now 
which dares to print news displeasing 
to the Government, or even to criticise it 
too harshly. Jewish-owned jourrials. like 
the Berliner Tageblatt are now completely ~ 
in the hands of the Government, and 
others, which are still more or less inde- 
asp are not likely to’ beso for long; 
or it is the firm determination of the 
Nazi party to have no newspapers printed 
in Germany which are not whole-heartedly 
on the side of the Government of 
‘‘ National Revival,” so that Germany in 
this respect will soon be in the same” 
position as Italy or Russia. ! 

Thus within a month of the general 
election: Adolf Hitler and his lieutenants 
have achieved the aims of which they were 
only dreaming a few months ago, without 
encountering the slightest opposition from 
any quarter. And when one re- 
members that only a few months ago 
hundreds of thousands of. men. and 
women used to demonstrate in Berlin each 
week announcing with raised fists that 
the Republic was safe and that Hitlerism 
would never prevail in Germany, one is 
prompted to ask what had happened to 
all those hundreds of thousands of men 
and women of the Reichsbanner, of the 
‘Iron Front’’ and of the Communist 
Party. “They have vanished as if they 
had never existed, and this is, perhaps, 
the most remarkable feature of the 
German revolution of March, 1933, and 
one which is scarcely imaginable among 
any other than the docile German people, 
which is always ready to accept a leader 
as long as he is drastic and knows his own 
mind, which Adolf Hitler certainly does. 


The first phase of the National Socialist 
movement has thus ended in a complete 
victory over all its opponents. And now 
the second phase, that of constructive 
work, opens, and it remains to be 
seen whether Hitler will also march 
triumphantly through this phase, a much 
more difficult task than that of merely 
destroying. If he does, then his name 
will go. down in history as one of the’ 
greatest of Germans, which thousands of 
his ardent followers are already acclaiming

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PLANS FOR NEW TOURIST

As a new attraction to tonrists visiting East 
Africa, a firm of engineers is planning to cut 
a motor road up the northern slope of Mount 
Kenya to the snow line. A survey has 
already been carried out, states Reuter from 
Nairobi, and the first motor lorries reached a 


point 12,000 feet above sea-level. 
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The road will start from the plains at the 
base of the mountain, and ascend through 
thick cedar forests and a dense bamboo belt, 
emerging upon undulating mooriand, where 
giant heather and gigantic lobelia grow.
